City of Mexico, Feb. 11— Guatema- 
lan rebel leaders here received news 
that there has been fighting in Gua- 
temala and that 64 men were killed, 
but strict censorship Is kepi of the 
telegrams. 

General Marraquln was shot by gov- 
ernment troops while making a bril- 
liant attack upon tbe barracks, which 
were defended by 9.000 troops, who. 
however, were dislodged. The govern- 
ment general, Arevalo. and Ma|or 
Naera, evacuated the barracks with 
their men and fled. 

The body of Barrioe Is in the palace 
at Capilla Ardtente. It has been care- 
fully embalmed and Will remAln there 
several days. 

Guatemala Is greatly excited and all 
the different partisans see their oppor- 
tunity to gain power. 

Kilitiir on Ti'IhI, 

London, Feb. 12.— At the Old Dailey 
the trial of Vladimir Bourtseff, editor 

of the Narodyne Voletz and Weirzhoeh. 
the printer of that paper, was com 
menced. The prisoners are charged 
with issuing a publication in citing the 
assassination of the 6£ar. They plead- 
ed not guilty. The attorney general. 
Sir Richard Webster, who prosecuted, 
said such charges would never have 
been brought unless tbe circumstances 
had, been exceptional, but, he added, 
the prisoners had direotely incited to 
murder of the czar l)y diabolical means, 
similar to the Nihilist outrage at the 
Winter palace In 1880. Bouretzett was 
sentenced to 18 months and Werxhelch 
to two months.

Chicago, Feb. 12.— A novel sugges- 
tion as to the poBsibllity of obtaining 
a national basis of compromise be- 
tween the advocates of the gold stand- 
ard and their opponents is being ad- 
vanced by Mr. W. S. Harbert of this 
city. The plan is for a circulating me- 
dium consisting of coin certificates, 
payable half in gold and half in sil- 
ver — a $2 certificate, for example, to 
be redeemed by $1 in gold coin and $1 
In Sliver coin.
